FROM WHEATLAND. 


WHEATLAND, ILL., March 4, 1878. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN :— We had the 


pleasure of witnessing a spelling contest 
which came off at the Wheatlaud school 
house, ou last Friday evening, between 
the Wheatland school, taught by Mr. D. 
A. McDuniel, and the Cherry Grove 
school, taught by Mr. S. A. Haines, which 
resulted in a complete and easy victory 
for the Cherry Grove school—they being 
the challenged party.

AFTEE THE BATTLE. 


Waiting for Returns — Short, Pithy 


Speeches and Lots of Fun. 


Last night the court-house was packed 


to its full capacity with men, women and 
children, who assembled to hear returns 
from the election. The time was pretty 
well token up in singing, and in short, 
pithyjspeeehes.but a large proportion of it 
was spent ip the expression of hopes and 
fears iu private conversation. 


Early in the evening it was announced 


that Waggoner had carried the fourth 
ward by a majority of seventy-nine; 
which announcement brought a feeling 
of relief to the temperance people, as 
they had all set his majority in that ward 
as high as one hundred. 


Soon it was announced that the second 


ward had given Priest oue hundred and 
seventeen majority. This announcement 
was received with vigorous cheering, as 
it was believed that this majority could 
not be overcome in the wards yet to hear 
from. 


Soon the first ward came in with sixteen 


majority for Priest, and the third ward 
with thirty-two. 


This settled the matter beyond all ques- 


tion so far as the head of the ticket was 
concerned, and tho enthusiasm of the 
crowd knew no bounds. 


Soon after 9 o'clock an alarm of fire 


caused something of a stampede from the 
court-house, though the larger portion of 
the crowd remained, determined to hear 
from the|mayor-elect. 


When it was known beyond all doubt 


that Priest was elected, a committee was 
despatched for him and, as he entered 
the court-house, he was received with 
deafening cheers. He thanked the tem- 
perance people for their earnest support, 
and renewed his assurance of a hearty de- 
votion to temperance principles in the 
administration of the affaire of the city. 


Short speeches were also made Jby 


Messrs. Hoofstitlcr and Rowcll, Dr. Buck, 
and others. 


The full result of the vote in the second 


ward was announced by Alderman Muzzy, 
who said that he wished to say to the 
temperance people, that his opponent, 
Mr. Harry B Durfee, voted an open-straight 
temperance ticket, with the exception of 
mayor and aldermen, and that he scratcfe- 
ed the name of Waggoner from his ticket. 
Mr. Muzzy also moved, that a committee 
of three be appointed to wait on Mr. 
Durfee and bring him to the court-house 
for a speech. 


The committee appointed to wait on 


Mr. Durfee, soon returned, and reported 
that he had gone home. 


After mutual congratulations, the crowd 


left the court-house in the best of humor. 


After the court house meeting the 


friends of Alderman-elect Shea went to 
his residence in the first ward, and sere- 
naded him with martial music. From Mr. 
Shea's the company marched to the resi- 
dence of H. B. Durfee, Esq., alderman- 
elect of the second ward, and called that 
gentleman out. Mr. D. made the boys a 
neat speech, assuring them that they 
would find in him a friend, as would also 
the cause of progress and reform. At the 
conclusion of his address Mr. Durfee re- 
tired, amid the cheers of his visitors, and 
it was midnight before the demonstrations 
of joy had subsided.^

In a good deal of observation on the 


subject, says Marsh, the largest quan- 
tity of marketable wood I have ever 
known cut on an acre of virgin forest 
was 104 cords, or 493 cubic yards, and 
half that amount is considered a very 
fair yield. This estimate is far above 
the averages given to the statistician of 
our department of agriculture, which 
is as below: 


In Franklin county, Me., the best 


woodland yields forty cords per acre: 
the average is about twenty-five. 
In 


Sagadahock and Hancock counties the 
average yield is thirty cords per acre. 


In "New Hampshire, the 
average 


yield is put from twenty to forty cords 
per acre in the different counties. 


In Vermont, the forests yield from 


twenty to fifty cords per acre. 
Some 


forests are estimated to furnish 200 
cords. 


In Rhode Island, about thirty cords 


per acre. 


In Connecticut, sprout lands yield 


about twenty-five cords per acre every 
twenty-five years. 


In New York from thirty to sixty 


cords per acre. The original forests in 
some of the counties are estimated at 
sixty-five cords. 


In Delaware, well-set second growth 


woodland yields thirty to forty cords 
per acre. 


In Maryland, from thirty to forty- 


cords, &c. 


In Oregon, however, among the ever- 


greens a.nd oaks, the yield seems per- 
fectly astounding. 
In Douglas county 


there are thousands 
of acres, which 


would yield from 300 to 600 cords per 
acre. Oak-timbered lands yield on an 
average 100 cords per acre. Says the 
annual report of the land office, in rela- 
tion to this land, "it will produce from 
25,000 to 300.000 feet per acre," and 


ere are vast tracts that would cover 


of pine trees, '-from one to fifteen feet 
in diameter, and 200 to 300 feet high."

that the writer was in possession of

colored men, citizens

Florida, had been kidnapped and trans- 
ported across the gulf of Mexico fo 
Cuba, and there sold into slavery. 
The 


writer says members of the families of 
gome of the enslaved citizens had re- 
ceived intelligence from Cuba, from 
their relatives, stating that they were 
held in bondage there, and the matter 
was communicated to the Chief Exec- 
utive of the United States for such ,ic- 
tionjin the premises as might be deem- 
ed best calculated to vindicate Ameri- 
can dignity in view of a procedure so 
grossly in violation of the civilization 
of the times. 
The contents i.f the let- 


ter occasioned 
much surprise to the 


President. 
With a view of ascertain- 


ing the truth of the statement he con- 
cluded to dispatch a confidential audit 
to Cuba for that purpose,

China is packed with 


people like sardines in a box—only the 
people are alive, while the fishes arc 
dead. 
Under 
ordinary circunwtances 


they can exist, after a fashion, on such 
a diet as Dr. Lewis and George Francis 
Train recommend to Americans ; but a 
season of scarcity is death to all who 
have no means of purchasing supplies 
elsewhere or migrating for the time to 
another province. 
Something 
should 


be done on a large scale to draw the 
surplus population of that overcrowded 
country, and settle the sparsely popu- 
lated and untilled districts of the globe 
with its industrious and ingenious peo- 
ple. 
Some time ago Mr. Galten, the 


well known English author, suggested 
that a Chinese colony should be plant- 
ed in Africa, and that England should 
assist in transporting the colonists on 
a large scale. 
Such an 
enterprise 


would be vastly more advantageous to 
China than forcing her people to buy 
British opium against their will, and 
vastly better for England than rushing 
madly to war with Russia for the pro- 
tection of interests which are purely 
imaginative. To relieve 70,000,000 of 
starving people is out of the question ; 


At the Yahnont Anniversary Orange

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THE VETO MESSAGE. 


isiysoxftN, JR, C, Fcb, 28.—The 


bllowing is the full text of the Presi- 
Icnt's Message : 
To the House of Representatives : 


After very carelul consideration of 


House bill 1,'093, entitled, "An act U> au- 
thorize the coinage of the. silver dollar 
nnd to restore its legal tender character," 
[ feel compelled to return it to the House 
of Representatives, iu which it originated 
with my objections to its passage, hold- 
ing the opinion which ! expressed in my 
annual message, that neither the interests 
of tho Government nor the people of the 
United States would be promoted by dis- 
paraging silver as one of the two precious 
metals which furnish the coinage of tho 
world, and that legislation which looks 
to contracting the volume of intrinsic 
money to as full a measure of both metals 
as their relative commercial value will 
permit, would be neither unjust nor inex- 
pedient. 
It has been my earnest desire to concur 


with Congress in the adoption of suck 
measures to increase the silver coinage of 
the country as would not impair the obli- 
gation of contracts, either public or pri- 
vate, or injuriously afl':ct the public 
credit. It is only on the conviction that 
this bill does not meet these essential re- 
quirements that I feel it my duty to- 
withhold from it my approval. 


My present official duty as to that bill' 


permits only an attention to the specific 
objects of the bill which it seems to me 
the constitution has. in such way provided. 
The bill provides for the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars of the weight of 41SJ grains 
each, of standard silver, to be a legal 
tender to their nominal value for all debts 
.nil duties, public; and private, except 
i'here otherwise expressly stipulated m 
he contract. It is well known that the 
n.irkct value of that number of grains of 
taudaul silver, dunun the pusl year, has 
been trum ninety to ninely-two tent-., as 
jompaivd witli the standard gold dollar. 
Thus the silver dollais authoii/.cd by 
his bill, worth lioin Sto 10 per ci'iil. less

jeen issued since February, 1873, when 
;old alone was the coin for which the 
bonds were sold, and gold alone was the 
coin in which both parties to the cou- 
tract understood that the bonds would 
be paid.

had greatly depreciated, and when, no one

From New York,

170,li59 from these four ports alone.— 
From New York the articles consisted 
of $51,844,879 pounds of hams and ba- 
con ; 2,074,540 pounds of fresh, and 
2,752,576 pounds of salt beef ; 4,389,- 
424 pounds of pork ; 33,278,412 pound; 
f lard; 4,481,016 pounds of tallow; 
5,893,010 pounds of cheese ; and 506,-

Reminiscence of 1111 Illinois Election.

tration for gold coin, and the United 
States hus received the benefit of thos>c 
sales by a reduction of the rale of interest 
to 4 percent. 


During the progress of those sales a 


doubt was suggested as to the coin in 
which the payment of these bonds would 
be made, Tho public announcement was 
thereupon authorized that it was not to bo 
anticipated that any further legislation of 
Congress, or any action of any depart- 
ment of the Government, would sanction 
or tolerate the redemption of the princi- 
pal of these bonds, or the payment of in- 
terest thereon, in coin other than exacted 
by the Government in exchange for the 
same. 


In view of that fact it will be justly re- 


garded as a grave breach of the public 
taith to undertake to pay these bonds, 
principal or interest, in silver coin worth 
in the market less than the coin received 
for them. 


It is said that the silver dollar made a 


legal tender by this bill will, under its op- 
erations, be equivalent in full to a gold 
dollar. Many supporters of the bill be- 
lieve this, and it is just an attempt to pay 
debts, either public or private, in coin of 
inferior value to the money of the world. 


The capital defect of the measure K 


that it contains no provision protecting 
from its operation pre-existing debts, in 
case the coinage which it creates shall 
continue to be of less value than that 
which wat> the solo legul tender when 
they were contracted, if it is now pro- 
posed, for the purpose of taking advan- 
tage of the depreciation of silver in pay- 
ment of debts, to coin, and make a leg^il 
louder, a .silver dollar of less commercial 
V.ilue than a dollar, whether of gold or 
paper, which is now the lawful money ol 
ihih country; such a measure, it will be 
hardly questioned, will, in the judgment 
of mankind, be an act of bad faith as 1o 
all debts heretofore contracted. The 
silver dollar should be made a legal 
tender only at its market value. The 
standard ot value should not be changed 
without the consent of both partiics to the 
contract. 
National promises should be 


kept with unflinching fidelity. There is 
no power to compel a nation to pay its 
just debts. 
Its credit depends on its 


honor. 


Owing to what the nation has led its- 


creditors to expect, I cannot approve a 
bill which in my judgment authorizes the 
violation of sacred judgment. 


The obligation of public faith tran- 


scends all questions of profit or public 
advantage. 
Its unquestionable mainte- 


nance is a dictate as well of the highest 
experience as of tho most necessary duty, 
and should ever be carefully guarded by 
the Executive, by Congress, and by the 
people. 
It is my firm conviction that if the 


country is to be benefitted by silver coin- 
age, it can be done only by the issue of 
silver dollars of full value, which will 
defraud no man; and a currency worth 
less than h purports to be will, in the end, 
defraud not only creditors but all who are 
engaged in legitimate business, and no- 
more assuredly than those who are de- 
pendent on their daily labor for their daily 
bread.

Secretary Sherman is disappointing 


his critics by entering upon the work 
ot enforcing the law of remonetization 
with as much zeal and energy as Sena- 
tor Jones himself or "Silver" Bland 
could have done.

the design of the new dollar, and stated

once enter into correspondence with 
the powers composing the Latin Union, 
in regard to nninternational conference, 
to establish a common ratio of values, 
and there was some talk about the rep- 
resentation of this country at the con- 
ference. 
No names were decided upon, 


however, and none will be for several 
months.

The design for the new dollar is as 


follows: The obverse of the coin bears a 
free cut head of liberty, crowned with 
Phrygian cap, decorated with wheat and 
cotton, the staples of this country.— 
The legend, E Phiribus 
Unum, the 


thirteen stars, and year of coinage also 
appear, as on the old dollar. 
On the 


reverse, surrounded by an olive wreath, 
is an eagle with outspread wings, bear- 
ing in his talons a branch of olive and a 
bundle of arrows—emblems of peace 
and war.

of America," and "One Dollar," and "In 
God We Trust." . «. ,

Taxation upon the Christian popula- 


tion of Turkey often amounts to confis- 
cation. 
They are compelled to pay a 


tithe on all the produce of the ground, 
and often before they can get rid of the 
collector it amounts toone-sixthor one- 
seventh 
instead of one-tenth. 
Their 


property is generally assessed far be- 
yond its value, and hence the burdens 
of taxation become absolutely ruinous. 
Many of the poor people of the villages 
find it impossible to meet these exorbi- 
tant claims, and sonsequently are thrust 
into prison and subjected to the most 
intolerable treatment, such as hunger, 
cold and flogging. It is said that bogus 
receipts are often given and that the 
tax-payer is compelled to pay the sec- 
ond time. 
Then if the money is uot 


forthcoming it is no rare occurrence for 
stock or other valuable property to be 
forcibly taken by unscrupulous govern- 
ment officials. 
It is a well-authentica- 


ted fact that Christians cannot obtain 
justice in the Turkish courts; hence 
they are bsolutely helpless, as 
they 


have no security for their rights either 
in person or property. 
It has been de- 


clared by those who know, that opposi- 
tion to a Turk is so certain to end in 
assassination, that thought of resistance 
has almost died out of the Christian 
mind. 


But the above mentioned facts are 


not the worst, for there are other cru- 
elties so appalling that they would 
make a strong man tremble and the 
stoutest heart recoil. 


Mr. Maccall, a man of some dintinc- 


tion. has written upon this subject, and 
says that,—"the most cruel torture of 
the Christians in Turkey is the peril to 
which the chastity of their female rela- 
tions is daily exposed.1' 


It is said that the Ottoman system 


which uses sensuality as one of its most 
powerful motives, puts a premium upon 
outrages upon Christian women. 
Only 


a little over one year ago the Turks 
captured and carried off several Chris- 
tian girls from the town of Batak, near 
Philipopolis. 
Mr. Baring, the English 


Consul, suggested to the Turks that 
such an act was illegal, but they coolly 
replied, "That a man could not be pun- 
ished for carrying off a woman, provi- 
ded he married her." 


What a startling mass of cruelties 


would bo portrayed if some skillful pen 
could write out a full narrative of out- 
rages perpetrated within the Turkish 
empire, in violation of law, during the 
last four hundred years ! But no pen 
or pencil can ever describe or present a 
true picture of its repulsive character, 
together with its dark and bloody his- 
tory. Head the atrocities of the Turks, 
fifty years ago, in the destruction of the 
inhabitants of Chios and Cyprus. 


No doubt but some who may read 


this, still recollect the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of the Christians of Crete, Damas- 
cus and Mt. Lebanon, which occurred 
only a few years since. 
Two years ago 


some of the 
inhabitants of the pro- 


vinces revolted against the iron yoke of 
bondage that was galling them to death, 
and appealed in the most imploring 
terms to the Powers of Europe to in- 
terpose with the Turkish government, 
so as to lighten their burdens, and to 
stay the hand of torture and blood. 
Our fathers who fought and bled and 
died in the War of the 
Revolution, 


never endured 
such subjugation nor 


were they crushed under the iron heel 
of such vassalage. 
The supplication 


and wail ot these down-trodden, and 
yet patriotic people of Turkey, roused 
the humanity 
and conscience of all 


Europe. 
Russia, Germany and Aus- 


tria issued the ''Berlin Memorandum" 
requiring ^Turkey to comply with the 
Treaty of Paris, and grant proper guar- 
antees for the protection of the people 
of the provinces subject to the Porte. 
According to the terms of the Treaty 
of Paris it was necessary to have the 
assent of Great Britain, but Lord Bca- 
consfield declined. 
This conduct 
of 


Great Britain emboldened the Turks, 
and in less than one month the atroci- 
ties of Bulgaria were perpetrated. Fire 
and sword swept through the land by 
the agency of the Turks, and as a re- 
sult, the people of all classesl male and 
female, were impaled, butchered, burnt 
and tortured to death by every con- 
ceivable method, and their homes and 
villages laid in ashes.

shadowwhile they turned a deaf ear to 
a cause in which the life of a human 
being was involved.

was said "to dispute on the shadow of 
an ass."

Article second—Former owners of these 


frecdmen have uo right to indemnity if 
they took [jart in the insurrection them- 
selves, directly or indirectly. 


Article third—Those former owners of 


thesel freediuen) who remained faithful 
to the Spanish government will receive 
indemnity in the manner which the law 
of gradual abolition prescribes. 


Article fourth—All local authorities will 


furnish papers of free citizenship to those 
former slaves included in Article First, 
giving direct and detailed accounts to the 
Leads of their respective departments.

The farmers are now bus- 


ily engaged in [harrowing their ground 
and making ready for seeding, and in 
fact some few have already commenced 
their seeding, some again are holding 


off, for fear of its germinating and get- 
ting killed out by a 
hard 
freeze in 


March. 
The ground is in splendid con- 


dition now for putting in spring grass, 
but perhaps it may be better to wait a 
little; we may have some quite severe 
weather in March. 
We had good crops 


last year in both corn and wheat; there 
is an abundance of corn in the country 
now, which can be bought at a very 
low figure, fifteen cents per bushel. 
Seed wheat is selling at ninety cents. 
There is beginning to be quite an in- 
quiry about hands. 
The talk is gener- 


ally among the farmers, where can I get 
a good hand or two ? 
I think probably 


those men thatare hunting workin other 
places will do well if they would come to 
this country. There is no doubt but that 
they can find plenty to do. 


Now as regards the country. 
This is 


a beautiful rolling, prairie country with 
plenty of good water and remarkably 
healthy. 
Improved land sells here from 


fifteen"to twenty dollars per acre. Haw 
land from five to eight. 
This country is 


fast settling up. 
Railroad land will 


soon all be taken np in this part. Peo- 
ple wanting homeswill do well by looking 
them out soon. There is no fear of 
grasshoppers here any more, probably 
for years, as they all died off last year. 
and it will probably take some time for 
them to get around again.
